Liquor dealers, disturbed over a 
rumpus about granting of licenses 
to men with previous criminal rec- 
ords, will meet today to review 
their status in the state and pos- 
sibly to plan counteraction to pro- 
tests which have been thrown at 
them. 

The meeting, called by an asso- 
ciation of wholesalers, will be held 
at the Ansley hotel at 1 p. m., for 
both wholesale and retail distribu- 
tors, and one subject of discussion 
is expected to be the establishment 
of a unit to aid in the investigation 
of license holders. 

Two other investigations of the 
license holders are pending: So- 
licitor General John Boykin has 
said he will toss the question to the 
Fulton county grand jury, and 
State Revenue Commissioner J, 
Eugene Cook, in a reversal of pol- 
icy, has*created a special commis- 
sion to investigate all persons ap- 
plying for licenses or renewal of 
licenses, 

State Store. 

The meeting also will coincide 
with mounting discussion of plac- 
ing the distribution of liquor in 
Georgia entirely in the hands of 
the state under a state-owned store 
plan. When Georgia's bone-dry 
law was repealed and the present 
plan of local option distribution 
was instituted by the legislature, 
the state-store method at that time 
was discussed, and when an unsuc- 
cessful effort was made several 
years ago to repeal the liquor law, 
a state-store plan was proposed 
but never voted on. 

Without a special session of the 
legislature, no statewide action on 
the liquor question will be possible 
until 1945. 

The disturbance over the liquor 
question, centered in Atlanta, start- 
ed when Dr. Louie D. Newton, pas- 
tor of Druid Hills Baptist church 
and a dry leader, protested the is- 
suance of a license to Mercer Har- 
bin, who re-entered the liquor bus- 
iness several weeks ago after hav- 
ing voluntarily left it in the face 
of charges pending with the state 
revenue commission against him. 

Harbin had been charged with 
selling liquor to outlets in dry 
counties, but surrendered his li- 
cense before he was tried. 


Cook Explains. 


Cook explained his action of re- 
issuing a license to Harbin by 
saying he was following a policy 
of issuing state licenses to anyone 
granted them by city or county 
local authorities, on presumption 
that the local authorities had con- 
ducted a sufficient investigation 
of the applicants. 

In reversing his stand and with- 
drawing Harbin’s new license ef- 
fective December 1, Cook also an- 
nounced formation of a special 
commission within his department 
to investigate and pass on all ap- 
plicants. 

Since all licenses are issued for 
a one-year period, renewal licenses 
are required by January 1 of all 
those holders desiring to continue 
in business. 

In this way, Cook will have an 
opportunity within the next 55

Food Subsidies 
Win New Life 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 7,—-(#)— 
A war-on-the-nerves battle over 
the administration’s subsidy pro- 
gram to hold down food prices 
gripped congress today with the 
signs pointing to a truce.

The situation closely parallels 
that of five months ago when the 
administration won the first 
round by vetoing a similar re- 
striction and gaiming an extension 
of the subsidy, program until the 
end of this year. 

Representative Crawford, Re- 
publican, Michigan, outspoken foe 
of subsidies, conceded that the 
current battle likely would result 
in a similar outcome—a temporary 
extension of the subsidy program 
until one side or the other can 
count noses and be assured of a 
clear-cut determination of the

Miners Stream Back, 
40 Million Tons Lost

The bulk of the nation’s miners return tot he pits today, 
winding up the last of four strikes which Interior Secretary 
Ickes says have thrown coal production more than 40,000,000 
tons behind schedule this year. 


Some of the miners already had 
‘resumed work last week follow- 
‘ing settlement of the latest walk- 
out on- Wednesday. All are ex- 
pected to be on the job in a day 
or so, with prospects of normal 
operations by midweek. 

The miners go back under a 
new wage contract negotiated by 
Ickes, as fuel administrator, and 
the United Mine Workers after 
the government had taken over 
operations of the mines for the 
second time during the long con- 
troversy between the UMW and 
| mine operators. 
| The agreement, approved with 
| minor reservations by the War La- 
bor Board, boosts the daily basic 
wage of soft coal miners from $7 
to $8.50 and adds an hour to their 
daily working time. Hard coal 
miners in Pennsylvania received 
a 70-cent daily increase. 

Still to be ironed out by gov- 
ernment agencies is the amount of 
an increase in coal prices to off- 
set the boost in miners’ pay en- 
velopes, Estimates have ranged 
from 15 to 45 cents a ton.

LONDON, Nov. 7.—(AP)—Reports of sabotage, assassina- 
tions and increasingly daring guerrilla operations came today 
from France. Holland and Denmark and the war-battered 
Nazis, preparing for an uprising in Norway, were said to be 
erecting street barricades. 

In France, guerrillas attacked 
seven town halls in a two-day

To the overwhelming majority of southern 
Democrats any defection from that party, at 
the polls, is unthinkable. Nor is the south 
asked, at this late date, to hold out any hope 
for its support among Republicans. Such hope 
would, anyway, be futile.

Austria Is Aroused 

Despite efforts of the Nazis to keep infor- 
mation from Austrians that the Moscow con- 
ference had promised to free, at the close of 
the war, theirs the first nation taken over by 
Hitler, the “grapevine telegraph” carried the 
news with rapidity second only to a radio 
broadcast. As the Free

Pork Barreling De Luxe 

Fortunately for the nation there is little 
chance that the bill, introduced by Repre- 
sentative Hendricks, of Florida, to spend $44,- 
000,000 of the nation’s money in building a new 
Florida cross-state canal, “will pass. 

More than a year ago, appearing before 
a senate subcommittee, General Reybold, chief 
of the Army Board of Engineers, testified that, 
under perfect circumstances, such a canal 
could not possibly be constructed in less than 
three years. 

At the present time the nation is engaged 
in the greatest and most costly war in history. 
That war is straining our resources, not only in 
money, but in materials and in manpower. To 
conceive, for one moment, that there is either 
material or manpower to spare for a project 
which, at best, could not be put in operation 
in less than three years, is fantastic. 

Yet Representative Hendricks offers his 
bill to raid the pork barrel with the argument 
that it is a war measure. That it would solve 
the petroleum shortage in the east. By the 
time the canal was gempleted that shortage 
will be solved, anyway. 

We are, today, seeking all labor we can 
for essential jobs. There is dangerous short- 
age of workers on the farms. We are, even, 
using prisoners of war and imported labor from 
Mexico, in attempts to solve that problem. 

Where, in all conscience, do advocates of 
the canal expect to secure their labor, their 
machinery, their equipment for the digging of 
such a ditch? 

The entire proposal looks like a piece of 
outright pork grabbing at a time when to do 
so is to seriously weaken our war effort. For- 
tunately, again, there is little likelihood the 
bill will ever reach the floor of the house. It 
will, probably, die a deserved death in com- 
mittee,

Wartime Buying 

Despite widespread shortages and ration- 
ing difficulties, a majority of the nation’s 
housewives, by using substitutions and “shop- 
ping around,” manage to keep their homes 
supplied with sufficient quantities of house- 
hold products. But this has necessitated a 
change in the buying habits of housewives. 
According to a survey made by the Home- 
makers’ Guild of America, 85 per cent of the 
housewives polled changed their habits of 
buying meat, fruit and groceries. The trend 
to “shop around” more was noticeable, 59 per 
cent visiting more stores to obtain their food 
products. 

While many of the home purchasing agents 
selected their stores before the war because 
of price or location, today the dominant con- 
sideration is whether the store has a better 
selection of goods. In prewar days 20 per cent 
were interested most in location, and 30 per 
cent in better prices; today the former classi- 
fication registers only 16 per cent and the 
latter 12 per cent. 

Canned and glassed foods, as well as shoes, 
were reported difficult to purchase because of 
insufficent rationing points. The number of 
buyers who have.been forced to go without 
desired articles rated as high as 54 per cent 


on linens, 63 per cent on furniture, and 53° 


per cent on miscellaneous household articles. 
Brand-switching was recorded as noticeable 
in soap products, 50 per cent, and cosmetics, 
34 per cent, 

As a direct result of difficulties in obtain- 
ing merchandise 26 per cent of the nation’s 
housewives are now repairing wearing apparel, 
40 per cent are having shoes repaired, 21 per 
cent linens, 24 per cent furniture, and 31 per 
cent general household articles. 

Complaints recorded in the poll were of a 
good-humored nature, the attitude being that 
shortages were inevitable, likely to grow worse, 
and rationing necessary to secure an equitable 
division of products.

ANOTHER MEAN TAX

The butter-margarine fight in congress is an 
illustration of what the south has in the way of 


unfair competition. Margarine is made of cotton- 
seed oil and the dairymen in the midwest states 
got a tax of 10 cents a pound on colored mar- 
garine and one-fourth cent on uncolored, an an- 
nual tax of $600 a year on manufacturers and 
$480 on wholesalers of colored margarine, $200 a 
year on wholesalers of uncolored, $48 a year on 
retailers of colored and $6 a year on uncolored. 
The bill now in congress seeking to repeal these 
taxes is being fought by the butter men. They 
don't want the competition of margarine which 
provides a low-priced, good substitute for high- 
priced, hard-to-get butter. It is another example 
of the restrictive tariff which has operated to the

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WASHINGTON PARADE

G. O. P. TOO OPTIMISTIC WASHINGTON, Nov. 7.—Any 


sound analysis of Tuesday's scat- 
tered off-year elections must begin with a writing off of at least 
80 per cent of the false optimism with which Republicans view 
the returns. 

The Republicans did win notable victories in New York, New 
Jersey, Kentucky and Philadelphia, where a 
mayoralty race was involved. They piled up 
the greatest vote recorded by the party in Ken- 
tucky in recent years and succeeded in upset- 
ting a few Democrats in hotly contested cities 
in Connecticut. 

But there is absolutely nothing in the re- 
turns to warrant the claims put forth by G. 
O. P. National Chairman Harrison Spangler 
and Wendell L. Willkie that the Tuesday re- 
sults presage a Republican victory in the 1944 
presidential contest. 

Traditionally the party in power is the loser 
in off-year elections, Hence it was no surprise 
to see the Republicans make the gains they did 

' last week. 

In the off-year elections of 1938, for example, the Republicans 
gained the phenomenal total of 75 seats in the lower house of con- 
gress. Yet Mr. Roosevelt, despite the handicap of the third-term 
issue, went on to win the 1940 presidential race by a greater ma- 
jority than he received when he was first elected. 


NOTHING SURPRISING There was nothing in the New 


Jersey or Philadelphia returns that 
varied from Democratic expectations in the slightest. Both have 
long been recognized as Republican strongholds. Philadelphia, for 
example, has not elected a Democratic mayor for more than 50 
years, while New Jersey seldom elects a Democratic governor or 
goes Democratic except in a presidential campaign year. 

Even in 1940, with Mr. Roosevelt heading the ticket, Gover- 
nor Charles Edison, the outgoing Democratic executive, suc- 
ceeded in being elected in New Jersey only by the skin of his 
teeth. He is a former Republican at that. 

As for Philadelphia, the only basis for Republican claims of 
an unusual victory there lies in the fact that President Roose- 
velt has carried the city by whopping majorities in the past two 
elections. ? 

The size of the Republican majority—upwards of 350,000— 
in the race for lieutenant governor provided the chief element 
of surprise in New York. Mr. Willkie interprets this, along with 
the other returns, as meaning that the country has become 
tired—_“‘very tired,” he says—of the national administration in 


Washington. 


NATIONAL ISSUES MISSING On the other hand, another 


equally prominent Repub- 
lican, Governor Thomas E. Dewey, of New York, has been quoted 
as saying the New York election was meaningless in relation to 
the national situation. He frankly admits that national issues 
played no part in the campaign. 

More than anything else, the New York election is regarded 
as an indorsement of the Dewey state administration, which all 
sides agree has been highly successful so far. The former lieu- 
tenant governor (who died during the summer) having been a 
Republican elected at the same time as Mr. Dewey, the voters 
evidently felt that the Republicans were entitled to fill the re- 
mainder of the term. 

Still, anyway you look at it, the New York election, because 
of the size of the majority, must be regarded as a distinct Repub- 
lican victory. While it does not mean that the minority party is 
certain to carry the state in next year's presidential campaign, it 
should be regarded as a danger signal to Democrats to put their 


house in order. 


UNDERCOVER RIFT Undoubtedly one of the chief factors 


in the situation was the undercover di- 
vision in Democratic ranks. Although party leaders put on an ap- 
pearance of being united on the surface, with Big Jim Farley 
going along with the New Dealers in support of the Democratic 
candidate, the truth of it is that Farley and his associates ren- 
dered only lip service in the campaign. He is known to have con- 
fided to some of his close associates that he felt his position in 
the state would be enhanced if the Democratic candidates were 
defeated—which is what happened. 

What happened in Kentucky represents a revolt against a long 
succession of Democratic state administrations, rather than any 
uprising against the national administration, Senator Barkley and 
others sought to save the day for the party by claiming that the 
prestige of the Roosevelt administration: was at stake, but the Re- 
publicans insised throughout that nothing of the kind was involved, 

The one bright spot in last Tuesday’s balloting for the Demo- 
crate was at Cleveland, where Mayor Frank Lousche, the Demo- 
cratic incumbent, was re-elected by one of the biggest majorities 
in the city’s history. That, plus the fact that a number of nor- 
mally Republican cities in Connecticut, which is traditionally 
Republican, returned Democratic mayors. ' 

But in all fairness it should be said that national issues played 
no more of a part in the Cleveland and Connecticut elections 
than they did in New York, New Jersey and Philadelphia. 


BETTING ODDS UNCHANGED Despite the false optimism 


which Republicans pro- 
fess to see in the elections, President Roosevelt, if he is a fourth- 
term candidate next year, is still expected to win overwhelmingly. 
Anvone who doubts this can consult the odds offered by the smart 
money men in New York. There isn’t any anti-Roosevelt money 


available.

SCHOOL SYSTEM Now and then when I go back to the old 


home town of Chattanooga, I pass by a 
large, somewhat square, apartment building. Its grounds are 
well-kept. Grass grows. Flowers bloom. There are curtains at the 

windows. There is about it an air of domesticity, 
of well-ordered lives. 

This always makes me a little sad. 

When I was very young the place was the 
old Fourth District Grammar school. There 
was no grass. There was: gravel. It was bad on 
shoes and I am sure had there been a P.-T. A, 
in those days they would have protested. 

There were a few flowers. My memory fails 
me. I cannot recall if some garden club had 
us grow flowers or if one of our teachers, with 
a yearning to break the monotony of that 
gravel-covered lawn, had us dig and delve. f 
recall that a few flowers put up their heads 
and struggled bravely with the poor soil and 
the dust kicked up by hundreds of shoes. If 
never seem to recall any more flowers. It must 
have been a teacher. Those were the happy 

days, and there were no garden clubs. 

There were no playgrounds. The only play equipment was two 
large iron poles which supported a fire escape. We shinned up 
there and slid down again. We fought and wrestled. We split up 
into Republicans and Democrats and fought as rival parties. I do 
not know how I developed a political consciousness at that age, 
but develop it I did. I am a little startled now to recall that at the 
age of 10 or 12 I was seated beside the driver of an old-fashioned 
hack, a list of names clutched in my hand, so that I might direct 
the driver to the homes of voters old or crippled who therefore 
must be brought to the polls. My father, although he never once 
so much as thought of running for even -a minor office, was in- 
sistent that interest in politics was necessary. And when the ward 
leaders asked for boys to help direct the drivers I was one whose 
father allowed him to go. I recall being very proud of that and 
even prouder to be invited to the watermelon cutting celebrating 
the victory. I guess there were many boys so interested. At any 
rate we fought about it. 


SOMETHING WRONG There are many things I recall. Only 


two teachers left any impression with 
me. There was one principal who administered a very hard whip- 
ping to me. I have forgotten his name. 

[ remember just one principal. He it was who told our class 
a story. 

It is strange, looking back on it now, that he should have told 
such a story. He seemed old and wise and he was, I guess, about 
22. He it was who instituted a literary afternoon one day each 
week. He would assist with it and tell us stories. The story I recall 
best I learned later to be H. Rider Haggard’s “She.” It still is a 
marvelous story. And we, in the fifth or sixth grade. loved it. 

I think I owe to him a stimulus in my reading. He boosted it 
to one book per day in school time and two books per day in 
summer. I carried a book to school and I read it behind the large 
geographies of those days. I recommend it today. All the geography 
I learned Hitler has changed and before him Wilson and the Ver- 
sailles treaty changed it. I recommend books to be read behind 
geography books. 

Even in those days I knew something was wrong about the 
system. The teachers were underpaid as were the principals. There 
was not then as much protection as now from politicians. 

Looking back on it, I can see that we have made enormous 
progress in our schools. And I can see we have not made enough. 

All my life I have believed in books and in those who can in- 
terpret them to students. I have believed the more in those who 
could fire imaginations, 

Because | am interested in schools, I am interested in the pro- 
posal that the people of Fulton county begin to study a way toa 
unify their two school systems. I believe it should be done for the 
sake of the teachers and, more e$pecially, for the sake of the fue 
ture. I have so much faith in school people that I believe only the 


usual few will really oppose any such plan. 

WE MUST GROW I think we can all be proud of the city 
: school system and of the county system, 

Both are excellent. Each is well administered. There is no critie« 

cism implied in the suggestion to unify the two. 

We have to grow. We see the city teachers have to fight for 
their 30 per cent of the city’s revenue. We see the county teachers 
having to watch their positions in the political races which come 
along. 

We see the teachers being put forward by politicians as a 
wedge or as a football. They themselves do not do it. But often 
they have to permit themselves to be so used in county and city so 
as to protect their rights and their standards of pay. 

Atlanta and Fulton county both are growing. The teachers are 
friends. If they were united, to take a practical view, they would 
have a much more powerful voice in politics and in any measure 
affecting the schools they serve. 

I have never been able to understand a people, interested in 
their country and its future, interested in the minds of their chil- 
dren, permitting teachers to be underpaid and generally ignored. 
They are the most important people in the lives of the children 
and therefore in the life of the future. 

It honestly seems to me that it ought to be simple to have the 
county and city educational leaders meet and reach an agreement. 

There is no need of this “taking over” talk. It would be a 
union, not a “taking.” 

If we are to grow, if the children of our county and city are 
to have the best, we need a unification of the two systems. 

This will be a real test of the patriotism of our leaders. 

Protect the children. Protect the teachers and their pay scales,

The Whole Man 


By ROBERT QUILLEN. 


Psychology is applied common sense, and psychiatry is the same 
thing plus the equipment of a good doctor. 

Long before the two words were in common use, one of the beet 
of psychiatrists practiced the art without using the title. He was 
the old-fashioned family doctor. 

His ignorance of modern medicine was often more than tom- 

pensated by his knowledge of human nature and his long-time inft- 
mate knowledge of his patients. They came to him with all of 
their troubles, real and imaginary, and he helped nature cure the 
one and talked them out of the other. He was their confessor, and 
often healed their bodies and minds by sharing the burden of their 
souls. 
How many people with understanding hearts have listened to 
the trouble of a friend, and then heard him say: “I hated to bother 
you with my troubles, but I felt as though I would go crazy if I 
didn't talk to somebody.” 

There are independent and secretive people who will endure 
anything rather than reveal their private affairs to anybody, but 
the ordinary person, having carried his mental burdens about as 
long as he can, needs somebody to share them. 

Chaplains at the front, both priests and ministers, have learned 
that the great need of overburdened soldiers is somebody they can 
talk to as they cannot talk to their buddies or their officers. ~° 

All of the boys who face death are afraid of it. Pride conceals 
the fear, and pride and duty and will and plain guts drive them on 
to the limit of endurance. But to the sensitive and imaginative, 
the time comes when physical exhaustion, plus the burden of con- 
stant anxiety, cracks their nerves. ‘Then they are “shell shocked.” 

If they are saved from permanent injury, as most of them now 
are, it is done by means of rest and the consoling talk of an under- 
standing psychiatrist who tells them they are not “crazy” but only 
exhausted and whipped by their too great burden of anxiety. 

In civil life, also, it is the sensitive and imaginative who crack 
under the strain of worry and develop anxiety neuroses. Their 
trouble is hysteria, but not “mere hysteria,” for there is no more 
unbearable torture than that of shattered nerves. 

The preventive measure, when a crack-up threatens, is action 
or unselfish service to others—anything that enable the subject 
to forget himself and the thing that worries him. One who i« tae 
anxious about his stomach or his mother-in-law may be cured by 
the approach of bombers.

Shipyard Absenteeism 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 7.—(4)— 
The Maritime Commission tonight 
announced plans to provide better 
food and feeding facilities for 
shipyard workers on their jobs, 
with federal financial aid.

Hospital Costs 
Show Increase 


An increase was shown in the 
per capita operation costs of the 
Milledgeville State hospital dur- 
ing the past fiscal year, State Au- 
ditor B. E. Thrasher Jr. said. 

Rise in the cost of supplies and 
materials and wage _ increases 
caused the cost per patient to rise 
from 64 cents in 1941 and 1942 
to 69 cents a day, Thrasher re- 
ported. 

There was an increase in the 
number of patients treated daily 
at the mental hospital, which is 
operated by the State Department 
of Public Welfare. During the fis- 
cal year ending June 30, 1943, 
there were 8,152 patients, as com- 
pared with 7,961 in 1942 and 7,545 
patients in daily attendance in 
1941. 

Operation costs totaled $1,885,- 
495.76 this year, as compared with 
$1,627,356.03 in 1942 and $1,636,- 
390.32 in 1941. The hospital used 
$61,318.78 from cash on hand at 
the beginning of the 1943 fiscal 
year, and had a lien of $6,373.73 
on accounts payable, thereby re- 
ducing the cash on hand from 
$108,219.58 to $36,913.57 surplus 
available for operations. 

Retirement pay of nine em- 
ployes of the hospital was elimi- 
nated July, 1943, when the audi- 
tor pointed out that there is no 
provision of law for a retirement

Atlanta Major 
Cited by King 


Major John R. Hellams Jr., who 


has been in North Africa for the 
past year, recently received a per- 
sonal citation from King George 
VI to add to his array of awards. 

The citation, which was award- 
ed to Major Hellams for his work 
as a liaison officer attached to the 
British First Army in the Battle 
of Tunisia, said: 

“By the King’s order, the name 
of Major J. R. Hellams, United 
States Army, was placed on rec- 
ord on 1, July, 1943, as mentioned 
in a dispatch for distinguished 
service, | am charged to express 
His Majesty’s appreciation.” 

The citation was signed by the 
secretary of state of war and bore 
the King’s seal. 

Major Hellams was sent to Eng- 
land in August, 1042, and landed 
in North Africa in November. He 
served with the British First 
Army until March when he was 
wounded and removed to the rear 
lines. There, he joined American 
troops and és now serving with an 
ordnance division. 

In addition to the citation, he 
has received the Purple Heart and 
Oak Leaf Cluster, the Soldiers’ 
Medal, and wears five stars on his 
campaign bar for major battles. 
He served as a corporal during 
the first World War and was re- 
called to active duty as a first 
lieutenant a year before this 
country entered the war. 

His son, Private John R. Hel- 
lams III, is on duty with the Air 
Force at Morris Field, N. C. Mrs. 
Hellams lives at 232 Northern ave- 
nue, Decatur. 


Navy Seeking 


The demand for additional of- 
ficers for the United States fleet, 
now in process of expansion to 
more than 14,000 ships and 20,- 
000 airplanes, has caused the 
Navy to reopen many classifica- 
tions of Naval Reserve officers. 

Rear Admiral William H. Allen, 
director of Naval Procurement 
Service for the Sixth and Seventh 
Naval districts, with headquarters 
in the Healey building, Atlanta, 
made this announcement in urg- 
ing all properly qualified men to 
heed the call of the fleet for more 
officers.

safety engineers, physicists and in- 
structors for the Naval Academy. 
In some cases, he continued, the 
Navy will consider the granting 
of waivers for nonorganic physical 
defects.

Cramps in Legs. 

I suffered a great deal from 
cramps in my legs which woke 
me at night . sent for your 
booklet on calcium, began taking 
calcium and vitamin D, and have 
had no further trouble for over 
two years now. (J.N.) 

Answer—Such cramps are gen- 
erally a manifestation of tetany, 
which is most common in young 
children but too often goes unrec- 
ognized in mature adults. Vita- 
min D is essential for assimilation 
and utilization of calcium. Ex- 
posure of skin to sunlight or just 
daylight enables body to manufac- 
ture at least some vitamin D. Diet 
including liberal amounts of milk, 
cheese, eggs, greens, beans, peas, 
peanuts is high calcium diet.

Reduce Without Dieting 
Count Calories You Absorb 


By Ida Jean Kain. 


When a woman reduces, it’s 
because she has a good reason. 
With the ‘teen age, more often 
than not, it’s, “Boys don’t like 
girls who are fat.” 

That is why my young neigh- 
bor, an Irish colleen named Mau- 
rine, wanted to take off weight. 
“They don’t like them too skinny, 
either,” I cautioned. “Well,” she 
implored, “can’t you make me 
just right?” 

Now, this young lady’s father 
is a doctor, so 1 walked warily. 
I put it up to him. Why didn’t 
he help her take off the 18 pounds 
that were “making a wall flower” 
out of her? “I think,” was his 
amiable comment, “I’d have to 
cut her throat.” And she surely 
did like to eat, at meals, or any 
other time. But her father said 
go ahead and take her in hand— 
just not to put him on a diet. 

It wasn’t easy for Maurine. She 
has three growing brothers, and 
she sat down to three meals a 
day fit for a football squad and 
without any cheering’ section, 
either. I didn’t put her on what 
you could call a diet. I just help- 
ed her to stop over-eating and to 
change her food habits. Any 
‘teen age girl who needs to lose 
weight can do it by this same 
method. 

For breakfast, she had a citrus 
fruit or juice, a 100 per cent 
whole grain cereal with milk, one 
slice of toast scarcely buttered, 
and a glass of whole milk. That 
totaled around 465 calories. 

For lunch, she had a sliced egg, 
or meat, or cheese, sandwich on 
enriched bread with a_e small 
amount of mayonnaise but no but- 
ter; a chopped green salad with 
vinegar and seasoning; a glass of 
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whole milk, and a big apple, pear, 
or banana. That was 535 calories, 
or thereabouts. 

For dinner, she had a serving 
of lean meat or fish or fowl, or 
whatever the protein dish of the 
day was; two generous servings 
of vegetables, a fresh or canned 
fruit; and a third glass of milk. 
Dinner counted another 550 
calories. 


She got between 1,500 and *,600 
calories a day. A moderately ac- 
tive girl between 16 and 20 would 
ordinarily use around 2,400 
calories a day and that means 
drawing on stored fat for 85 
calories a day, or 5,950 calories a 
week. On that system, you would 
lose about one and one-half 
pounds a week. See what you 
can do with arithmetic? 


But the beauty part of any 
figure program is exercise. You 
want to take weight off the right 
places. I’ll give you that routine 
tomorrow.

Birthday Cake Idea Forms 
Nucleus for War Activity

When credit is bestowed upon 
the Atlanta women for their part 
in the war effort, a name high on 


the list will be that of Mrs. Philip 
L’Engle. 

Affectionately known as 
“Madge” to her countless friends 
and co-workers, Mrs. L’Engle is 
among the most zealous workers 
for the Red Cross, and holds the 
title of field director of the camp 
and hospital council, Red Cross 
National Committee, working out 
of the eastern area office in Alex- 
andria, Va. 

It was while she was chairman 
of the camp and hospital commit- 
tee of the Red Cross here and 
worked at Lawson General hospi- 
tal, that Mrs. L’Engle, along with 
her staff, originated an idea which 
has borne fruit and which will 
live forever in the hearts and 
minds of the service men. It was 
a “birthday cake” idea, whereby 
hospitalized men were remember: 
ed on this all important day, and 
made to realize that some, one 
cared, even though they were 
miles away from home. 

The idea involved various wom- 


en’s groups, the American Legion, 
Garden clubs and other groups, all 
members co-operating in providing 
a cake and presents for the hospi- 
talized man on his birthday.

Storms Kill 9 


NEW ORLEANS, Nov. 7.—(4”)— 
Nine persons were killed and an 
undetermined number injured by 
tornadoes which struck in south 
Louisiana, in widely scattered 
points in Mississippi early today 
and om the Texas coast yesterday. 

Deputy Sheriff U. J. Vial, of 
Plaquemines parish, said a woman, 
21, was fatally injured when the 
house where she was visiting was 
wrecked by a tornado which struck 
Homeplace in southeastern Louisi- 
ana this morning. 

. At Maurice, La., three were 
killed during the few minutes it 
took the tornado to skirt the town 
early today. Homes were demol- 
ished and more than a score of 
persons reported injured. 

Five miles west of Vaiden, Miss., 
a tofnado claimed three more vic- 
tims last night. Several homes 
were damaged. Two other torna- 
does were reported yesterday in 
Mississippi but caused only prop- 
erty damage.

Japs Rage On 


Along Yangtze 


CHUNGKING, Nov. 7.—(#)— 
Bitter battles raged along the cen- 
tral Yangtze river front today 
where the Japanese have amassed 
an army estimated at 30,000 men 
to forestall any Allied offensive, 
the Chinese high command an- 
nounced. 

The Chinese reported one vic- 
tory, the recapture of Sintienpu, 
about 50 miles southeast of the 
Japanese base at Shasi, but ac- 
knowledged that Japanese col- 
umns driving on the Yangtze port 
of Sungtze were continuing their 
advance.

Bodies of Nine Blast 


Victims Are Removed 


NELLIS, W. Va., Nov. 7.—(4)— 

The bodies of nine men killed in 
an explosion at the No. 3 Nellis 
coal mine were removed by rescue 
crews early today after the second 
mine disaster in West Virginia this 
year. 
The explosion which killed nine 
men and critically injured two 
others, occurred last night, two 
days after work was resumed fol- 
lowing the general shutdown be- 
cause of wage negotiation difficul- 
ties.

Here 
is a handicap that does not inter- 
fere with a man making a contri- 
bution to the lives of youth. 


Scouts and Scouters of South 
Atlanta and South Fulton districts 
selected “Camp Dixie” for the 
name of their new camp under de- 
velopment at Dixie Lakes. The 
name was chosen at the two recent 
Camporees held there. 

Camp Dixie was instigated by 
R. -H. “Uncle Jack” Grantham Sr., 
chairman of camping and activi- 
ties of the South Fulton district, 
and George English, vice chair- 
man, Their committee consists of: 
J. R. Bell, agsistant district com- 
missioner of South Fulton district; 
R. F. Weaver, chairman of Troop 
No. 1, East Point; and W. C. “Bill” 
Palmour, vice chairman of South 
Fulton district. J. E. Dennington 
Sr., chairman of South Fulton dis- 
trict, is ex officio member. 

Members of the South Atlanta 
camping committee, working in 
conjunction with the South Fulton 
committee, are: N. J. “Judy” Har- 
mon, chairman of camping and ac- 
tivities of the South Atlanta dis- 
trict, and his special committee, 
consisting of Fred “Fritz” Allman, 
district commissioner; A. B. Reis- 
man, ¢hairman of finance; W. H.

Camp Dixie is located half a 
mile off the Fairburn highway 
near Union City.

Mr. Hailey 
was a Boy Scout, later a scoutmas- 
ter, and now is serving on the ex- 
ecutive committee of the north At- 
lanta district as chairman of fi- 
nance.

In addition to service rendered 
at fires, they have been summoned 
by the American Red Cross to 
serve the Georgia State Guard 
when they were called out some 
time ago. They had a total of 
more than 100 service hours for 
the old trailer. 

Troop No. 30 is the only known 
troop that has completed the 
course in emergency food and 
housing given by the Office of Ci- 
villian Defense. The troop carries 
a press card, issued by Chief of 
Police Hornsby, which admits 
them in all emergency service 
zones.
